Dusting tho Crop With Sulphur) 
Proved To Be the Bost Method 
Whilé the development of varieties 
of wheat that are resistant to Stem 
Rust is regarded as the most. cer. 
. tain method of overcoming lossee 
from this trouble, the.Department of 
Agricullure, at Ottawa, through fhe 
Botanical and Cereal Divisions, is 
endeavoring to find. out éther and 
quicker means of dealing with the 
problem. The crossing . of, ‘resistant 
varicties with others of high’ yielding 
and milling qualities is being pur- 
sued. Experiments are being carriea 
on in the hope of finding. treatments 
of the growing crop that wij in some 
sense reduce the losses that occur in 
seasons favourable to rust devélop- 
ment. ‘ In a new bulletin on the sub- 
ject, mumbered 106, and entitlea 
“Stem Rust in Western Canada,’ 
published by the Department of Agri- 
culture, it is shown that dusting the 
crop with sulphur offers a promis- 
ing method of controlling rust. Fiela 
results for the past three years, it Is 
stated, have demonstrated beyona 
question that the method is effective 
even under severe epidemic condi- 
tions. The. work described by the 
author, Dr. D. L. Bailey, formerly in 
charge of the Rust-Research Labora.’ 
tory, at Winnipeg, has been largely 
confined to small plots. 
on_plots treated in 1925, yiel@ed 55 
bushels. to the acre, as against 15 
bushels to the acre from. untreated 
plots. Last year 43 bushels to the 
acre were obtained from treated plots 
fg against 10 bushels from those giv:

vaccine,” Dr. H. M. Tory, president 


of the council, declared, “but the 
delicate nature of the subject does not 
permit release of our conclusions 


without mature and studied consider- 
ation.” | 

The vaccine, which was introduced 
in 1924 by the eminent scientists, 
Professors Calmette and Guerin, of 
the Institute Pasteur, has been de 
clared by certain scientists as the 
most. efficient and hopeful method 
of combating the dread scourge 
knowh to modern medical science 
Proponents of the vaccine claim 
that tests carried over a per- 
iod of yars, have proved its immuniz- 
ing qualities both in its effect on the 
human system and. in treatment of 
cattle, 5 

In support of this contention, it is 
understood that Dr, J. A. Houdquin, 
of the University of Montreal, has 
treated several hundred infants with 
satisfactory results. Dr. A. -C, Ran- 
kin, of the University of Alberta, in 
a paper read to the delegates, re- 
viewed the results of experimnts he 
has conducted during recent years, in 
vaccinating more than 200 calves. 
He Also claims to have mét with en- 
couraging results. 

Dr. EB. A, Watson, collaborating 
with C. W. McIntosh and H. Konst, 
of the federal department of agricul- 
ture, reports that his experiments 
have not produced immunity, and in

Dr. Watson, who hag experimented 
with the vaccine for more than four 
years is quoted as having told the 
conference ‘that he regarded. “B.C. 
G.” ‘vaccination’ as still being in the 
experimental stage and in respect to 
its innocuity and efficiency open to 
question. 

Following further review of expert 
opinion submitted to the committee, 
it is understood that a definite pro- 
gramme will be drawn up relative to 
future research work with the .vac-

This year an increased ingportation 
is anticipated due to the inferior 
grades of the domestic crops. The 
year 1927 showed a decrease in the 
exportation of domestic wheat flour 
to the extent of 1,200,000 49-pound 
bags when compared with the 1926 
figures, during which peried 4,605,000 
bags were sold in overseas markets.
